BECAUSE HEHAS ALWAYS FELT THAT HIS JOB WAS NON-POLITICAL, 
AND AN APPEARANCE IN CALIF. AT THAT TIME MIGHT BE INTER- 
PRETED AS POLITICAL. ANOTHER EXPLANATION COULD BE THAT 
PRESIDENT TOLD SECRETARY NOT TO GO OUT TO CALIFORNIA BE-

A PICTURE WITH KISSINGER CAN BE CASHED IN FOR VOTES. 

PERHAPS BECAUSE THE IRONY OF SITUATION STRUCK KISSINGER AS 
WELL, HIGH OFFICIAL WHO ALWAYS SPEAKS FOR HIM WAS QUOTED 
AS SAYING, "WE CANNOT SCHEDULE OUR VISITS LOOKING AT THE 
DOMESTIC POLITICS OF EACH SITUATION." NEVERTHELESS, THOUGH 
10,000 LEFTIST DEMONSTRATORS RALLIED TO OPPOSE HIS VISIT, 
KISSINGER WENT TO STOCKHOLM IN PART TO HELP PALME, A

WHATEWER HIS POLITICAL LIABILITIES, PRESUMED OR OTHERWISE,
